These returns show @ re- | 
pudlican gain of about 15 per cent and | 
a democratic g@in of about 3! per cent | 
over 1900. The vote for governor will 
probably be the largest since 1888, 

In the first and second congressiona! 
districts the returns tndicate the election 
ot Amos Tallen and Charles EB. Little- 
feld by about the same plurality as four 
years ago.

years ago.

The election passed under conditions fa- 
yorable for a large vote. The weather, 
dull and threatening early in the day, 
became clear and inviting before noon, 
and the voters, whose enthusiasm had 
been thoroughly aroused during the »rief 
tampaign, not only by local speakers, but 
by orators of national reputation from 
gutside the state, flocked to the polls. 

While the various county contests were 
titter and hard-fought, general interest 
Was fixed on the probable plurality for 
Mr. Cobb, the republican candidate, the 
democrats aiming to reduce it below the 
$3,000 of 1900, and the republicans deter-

Hickory, N. C., September 12.—A 
bloody affair took place near Hudson, in 
Caldwell county, about fifteen miles from 
here, yesterday, and as a result one man 
lies mortally wounded and two others are 
suffering from injuries more or less se- 
rious. 

The origin of the trouble was the pub- 
lished account of Miss Abbott's lecture 
in Cincinnati, reflecting upon the people 
of Hudson and vicinity, where she has 
been. conducting a mission school. She 
met a warm reception upon her return 
this fall and threats to drive her out 
were freely indulged in. 

J. F. Bollinger, at whose house she 
boarded, took her part. He summoned 
reinforcements from Hickory and yester- 
day a party of flive left here in a surrey 
for Bollinger’s home.

John Martin, a brick mason who lives 
at Bast Hickory, was shot between the 
shoulders, the bullet lodging in his back- 
bone.

Martin’s body is paralyzed and his 
chances for recovery are slight.

The return of the troops at Manassas, 
Which began Sunday, filled the streets 
of Atlanta with the wearers of khaki yes- 
terday and certainly no bedy of troops 
from a sham battle ever looked more like 
old campaigners than did these same 
soldiers, 

Atlanta’s great need for a new depot 
was again practically demonstrated yes- 
terdgy, for the greatest difficulty was ex- 
perienced in getting the special troop 
trains through the old shed’ and on to 
the tracks of the connecting lineg over 
which the soldiers were to continue their 
homeward way. So filled was the old 
depot with its regular trains that many 
of the troop trains wer@ delayed for 
some little time on this account. But in 
& way these delays proved of advantage 
to Atlanta, for all of the officers and 
many of the enlisted men improved the 
Opportunity of buying dinners here and 
also making several purchases in the 
downtown shopping districts. 

The first troops to arrive were ten 
cars carrying members of the First Texas 
infantry. These men came over the 
Southern, as did all of the other trains, 
and left over the West Point route for 
New Orleans. Superintendent Cox and 
General Passenger Agent Billups, of the 
| Atlanta and West Point, met all of the 
Incoming trains and personally looked 
after the matter of watering the cars 
and looking after the comforts of the 
troops. This first section arrived at 11:15 
and left at 12:50. The next train to arrive 
was one of nine cars carrying the Sec- 
ond Texas infantry and personally con- 
ducted by Southeastern Passenger Agent 
John H. Word, of the Texas and Pacific, 
with headquarters at Atlanta. 

Next came the Alabama troops in two 
sections personally escorted by District 
Passenger Agent J. B. Heyward, of the 
West Point, who traveled with the sol- 
diers to Montgomery. Still later two sec- 
tions of Georgia troops arrived and these 
were accompanied by Traveling Passen- 
ger Agent McMillin, of the Southern, also 
of Atlanta.

| M, Coker Would Let City 
Have Money to Build It 


Councilman Amorous Is Back, But 
Nothing Further-Has Been Heard 
From President Smith—In- 
junction Suits Still 
Holds. 


F. M. Coker, TY banker. it te under- 
stood, has tentatively offered to lend the 
city the money necessary to build the 
‘Washington street viaduct at 5 per cent 
should the city decide that it was de- 
sirable to go ahead with the structure 
without furtHer delay. 

This proposition has not been made to 
the city council, but certain city officials 
have been informed of the fact that the 
necessary money might be forthcoming 
from this source should the city see its 
way clear to proceeding with the struc- 
ture at once. 

City officials who were sponken to on 
the subject do not think council would 
consent to negotiate such a: loan because 
of the fact that considerable indebted- 
ness of this kind Is now being carried 
‘and will be carried over into next year. 

Councilman Martin F. Amorous, of the 
sixth ward, returned to the city yester- 
day from St. Louis. Councilman Amor- 
ous is chairman of the special commit- 
tee which had to deal with the Louisville 
and Nashville terminal situation. In his 
letter to President Smith he told him 
he would be out of the city for some 
time and that any further correspondence 
should be carried on with the mayor. 
In the meantime nothing further has been 
heard from Mr. Smith.
